I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts 
oi the Agricultural Statistics for Ireland, which give, by Counties 
and Piovinces, the acreage under Crops, and the numbers and 
classes of Live Stock in Ireland in 1909. 

It should be stated that in order to make public at the earliest 
date the information obtained, the figures presented in this return 
are unrevised. 

The Report is divided into two sections : I. Area of Land and 
Crops, and II. Number of Live Stock. 

(I) AREA OF LAND AND CROPS.

CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 

The total area of corn and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1909 to 2,304,194- as compared with 2,329,073 
acres in 1908, a decrease of 26,479 acres, or 1-1 per cent. 'The 
decrease has taken place mainly in Ulster, where there is a fall 
amounting to 20,338 acres, or 2-2 per cent. In Connaught also, 
though in the counties of Sligo and Galway there is a net in- 
crease, the total area of coni and green crops, etc., in the province 
shows a decrease of 4,266, or 1-6 per cent. On the other hand, 
in Leinster and in Munster there is comparatively little change’ 
Leinster showing a decrease of 1,763 acres, and Munster an in- 
crease of 878 acres as compared with the figures of 1908. 

While the total area under crops is thus less than in 1908 
there is an increase in the following counties both in com and 
green crops:— Tipperary, North and South, Cork, Sligo, Dublin 
and Louth. In Queen’s County, Galway, and Kilkenny there 
is also a net increase in the total area under corn and careen 
crops, though in the first county there is a small decrease in 
green crops and m Galway and Kilkenny a fall in corn crops 
In Antrim and Armagh where there is an increase both in 
corn and green crops, the fall in the area of flax is greater than 
the increase m other crops.

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The outstanding change in the area of corn crops as compared 
with that of 1908 is the increase in the areas of wheat and 
barley and the decrease in oats. An increase in wheat is seen 
in all four provinces, but chiefly in Leinster and Munster, in 
which" provinces also is the increase in the area of barley. The 
decrease in the area of oats is general, only in a few counties 
a small increase being seen. 


Wheat. — There is an increase of 6,929 acres or 18-9 per cent, 
in the total area of wheat. There is an increase of 4,069 acres 
in Leinster, 2,178 acres in Munster, 483 acres in "Ulster, and 199 
acres in Connaught. The increase in area is most marked in 
Carlow, Kildare, Kilkenny, Queen's, Wexford, Cork, Tipperary 
South, and Down. 

Oats. — There is a decrease of 24,566 acres or 2-3 per cent, 
in the total area of oats. In Leinster aucl Munster where 
the crop has been replaced by wheat or barley, there is a decrease 
of 10,738 acres and 5,592 acres respectively ; in Ulster there is a 
decrease of 5,671 acres; and ill Connaught of 2,565 acres. The 
decrease is most marked in Carlow, Kildare, King’s, Queen’s, 
Wexford, Wicklow, Cork East, Waterford, Cavan, Donegal, 
Londonderry, and Mayo. The only counties in which an in- 
crease in oats is seen are Down, Antrim, Armagh, Sligo, and 
Tipperary North, and in no case is the increase large. 

Barley and Bere. — The increase ill the area of barley and 
here amounting to 8,504 acres, or 5-5 per cent, in the total area 
of the crop, has taken place chiefly in Leinster and Munster. In 
Leinster the acreage has increased from 108.279 acres to 114,015 
acres, an increase of 5,736 acres or 5'3 per cent. — the increase in 
the acreage being considerable in King’s County and Queen’s 
County. In Munster the acreage in 1909 amounts to 41,031 
acres ns compared with 37,759 acres in 1908, an increase of 3,272 
acres or 8-7 per cent. The increase has taken place chiefly in 
Tipperary, and to a less extent in Cork. In Connaught also the 
area is 3,110 acres as compared with 2,849 in 1908, an increase 
of 261 acres or 9-2 per cent. In Ulster, on the other hand, the 
area of barley and bere in 1909 is 4,944 as compared with 5,709 
in 1908, a decrease of 765 acres or 134 per cent. 

Rye. — The area of rye has fallen from 8,050 acres in 1908 to 
7,463 in 1909, a decrease of 587 acres or 7-3 per cent. The 
decrease has taken place ill Leinster, Ulster, and Connaught. In 
.a few counties an increase in the area is shown, notably Ros- 
common, hut generally the area of this crop is shrinking. 

Beans and Pease -The area of beans in 1909 is 1,627 
acres as compared with 1,794 acres m 1908, a decline of 107 
acres, or 9-3 per cent. There is a decrease of 127 acres in Wex- 
ford — the only county outside Ulster in which a considerable 
area of beans is grown. In Ulster there is a decrease of 46 
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acres, chiefly in count}’' Antrim. The total area of pease in 1909 
is 263 acres' as compared with 297 acres in 1908, a decrease of 34 
acres. An increase has taken place in Leinster. In Ulster, 
where the great part of the crop is grown, there is a decrease of 
43 acres.

Potatoes. — The total area of potatoes in 1909 is 579,799 
acres as compared with 587,144 acres in 1908, a decrease of 
7,345 acres or 1-3 per cent. There is a decrease in Leinster of 
1,520 acres, in Munster of 856 acres, in Ulster of 3,914 
acres, and in Connaught of 1,055 acres. In Leinster the decrease 
is seen chiefly in Kildare, Queen’s, and Wexford. There is an 
increase in the area of potatoes in Carlow, Kilkenny, and Meath. 
In Munster the decrease has taken place chiefly in ’Clare and 
Kerrj’. In Ulster there is a slight increase in county Cavan, 
and a decrease in all the other counties, but mainly in the 
counties of Down and Londonderry. In Connaught there is an 
increase in Galway and Sligo, but a decrease in Leitrim, Mayo, 
and Roscommon. 

Turnips. — The total area of turnips in 1909 amounts to 
276,944 acres as compared with 279,044 acres in 1908 — a decrease 
of 2,100 acres or OU per cent. There is an increase of 685 acres 
in Leinster, and decreases of 18 acres in Munster, 1,769 acres in 
Ulster, and 898 acres in Connaught. 

Mangels and Beet Root. — The area of mangels and beet 
root in 1909 is 73,437 acres as compared with 72,134 acres in 
1908 — an increase of 1,303 acres or 1-8 per cent. 

There is an increase of 465 acres in Leinster and of 1,251 acres 
in Munster. There is a decrease of 288 acres in Ulster and of 
125 acres in Connaught. 

Cabbage. — The area of cabbage in 1909 is 39,430 acres as 
compared with 39,158 acres in 1908, an increase of 272 acres or 
0-7 per cent. There is a decrease of 47 acres in Leinster and of 
553 acres in Connaught, but an increase of 495 acres in Munster 
and of 377 acres in Ulster. 
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Minor Green Crops.— The area under carrots has de- 
creased by 62 acres. There is an increase of 42 acres in 
parsnips and a decrease of 39 acres in vetches and of 44 acres in 
rape. “ Other Green Crops, 1, i.e., such as are not specified among 
the foregoing, show an increase amounting to 747 acres. 


FLAX. 

The area under flax is 38,110 acres in 1909 as compared with 
46,916 acres in 1908— a decrease of 8,80G acres, or 18-8 per cent. 
The decrease is general throughout the flax-growing counties. In 
Antrim there is a decrease of 1,408 acres, in Armagh of 729 
acres, in Donegal of 252 acres, in Down of 1,210 acres, in London- 
derry of 2,033 acres, in Monaghan of 774 aores, and in Tyrone 
of 1,908 acres. 

FEUIT. 

The total area of Fruit is returned in 1909 at 12,619 acres 
as compared with 12,145 acres in 1908 — an increase of 474 
acres, or 3-9 per cent. There is a slight increase in the area 
in Leinster and a decrease in Munster, In Ulster there is an 
increase of 423 acres, 208 acres of this amount being in Armagh, 
and 112 acres in Antrim. In Connaught there is an increase of 
103 acres. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area of 
corn and green, crops, flax, and fruit, by Provinces: — 

In Leinster there is a net decrease of 1,065 acres in corn crops. 
There is a decrease of 10,738 acres in oats and an increase of 
4,069 acres in wheat and 5,786 in barley. In green crops there 
is a net decrease of 659 acres. There is an increase of 585 in 
turnips and of 465 acres in mangels and beet root, but there is a 
decrease of 1,620 acres in potatoes. There is also a decrease in 
cabbage and in the other smaller green crops. The area of fruit 
shows a small increase of 23 acres. 

In Munster the area under com crops has decreased by 134 
acres, there being a decrease in oats of 6,592 acres, and an increase 
in wheat of 2,178 acres, and in barley and bere of 3,27-2 acres. 
Eye also shows a slight increase. In green crops there is a net in- 
crease of 1,064 acres; mangels and beet root increased by 1,251 
acres, cabbage by 495 acres, and vetches by 145 acres. On the 
other hand potatoes decreased by 856 acres and turnips by 18 
acres. The minor green crops show fluctuations, some increasing, 
others decreasing. There is an increase of 23 acres in the area 
uncler flax and a decrease of 75 acres in the area under fruit. 

In Ulster there is a decrease of 6,325 acres in corn crops, oats 
falling by 5,671 acres, barley and bere by 765 acres, and rye by 
283 acres. Wheat shows an increase of 483 acres. There is 
a slight doerease in beans and pease. In green crops there is a 
decrease of 5,666 acres, potatoes having decreased by 3,914 acres, 
turnips by 1,769 acres, mangels and beet root by 288 aores, and 
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vetches by 168 acres. Cabbage shows an increase of 377 acres. 
In flax there is a heavy fall— the area in 1909 being 37,905 acres 
as compared with 46,075 acres in 1908 — a decrease of 8,770 
acres. In fruit there is again a considerable increase, amount- 
ing to 423 acres. 

In Connaught the area under corn crops has decreased by 
2,397 acres. There is a decrease of 2,565 acres in oats and of 288 
acres in rye. There is an increase of 399 acres in wheat and 261 
acres in barley and here. In green crops there is a decrease of 
1.965 acres. There is a decrease of 1,055 acres in potatoes, of 
898 acres in turnips, of 125 acres in mangels and beet root, and 
of 553 acres in cabbage.

The area under hay has decreased in each of the four provinces. 
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PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,500,203 acres in 1909, as compared with 12,506,389 acres 
in 1908 — an increase of 59,814 acres. In this connection it 
should uc remembered that there are certain areas which it is 
always difficult to classify, and which one year may be returned 
as “ grazed ” land, and another year may be returned as turf 
bog, or barren mountain, but the grazing Value of these areas is 
small, and the important increase or decrease in pasture is the 
extent to which the area of crops and of hay has increased or 
decreased. 

In 1909 there is a net decrease in the area of corn and green 
crops, flax, and fmit, of 25,479 acres, and a decrease in hay of 
49,255 acres, making a total decrease of 74,734 acres, which 
may be said to represent the increase in the extent under pasture 
in 1909, leaving out of account the rough grazing land.

Horses, Mules, Asses— The total number of horses has 
decreased by 5,336. There is a decrease m Leinster ot 990 ; 
in Munster of- 177; in Ulster of 2,980; and in Connaught of 
1,189. The total figure, however, remains above that of 1907. 

Cattle— The total number of cattle shows a decrease of 
94 046. There is a decrease in Leinster of 24,955, in Munster 
of 3 912, in Ulster of 33,005, and in Connaught of 32,174. The 
total number of cattle while thus considerably less than m the 
summer of 1908, which showed the highest number on record, is 
still higher than in any preceding year except 1902. The decrease 
is distributed over all classes of cattle. 

Cl.) The number of milch cow-s, including heifers in calf, is 
1 548 574, showing a decrease of 37,851 as compared with 1908. 
The decrease has taken place in all four provinces, but chiefly in 
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Ulster and Connaught, the enumeration showing in Ulster 18 882 
milch cows and heifers in calf less than in 1908, and 8,802 ’le * 
in Connaught than in 1908. In Leinster there is a decrease of 
6,391 while in Munster, which has a much larger number of 
milch cows than any other province, the decrease amounts to 
3,776. The total number of milch cows (including heifers in 
calf) is also less than in 1907, but excluding 1907 and 1908 the 
total remains the highest figure since 1872. 

(2.) As regards other cattle the fall is in different ages in the 
several provinces. In Ulster the decrease is in cattle under 
one year which are returned at 12,944 less than in 1908. There 
is only a slight fall in the number of cattle one year old and 
upwards. Iu Connaught, while there is a decrease in 
younger and older cattle, it is mainly iu one year olds that the 
fall in numbers has taken place. In Leinster the decline is in 
cattle, two years old and upwards, though there is also a falling 
off in young cattle. In Munster there is little change, the total 
decrease in that province being 3,912. 

Sheep.— The total number of sheep is returned in 
1909 at 4,332,392, the highest figure since 1902, being an in- 
crease of 6,286 over 1908. This increase is, however, due to the 
large number of sheep one year old and upwards, lambs showing 
a decrease of 85,704 as compared with 1908. Munster is the 
only province which shows an increase in all classes of sheep, 
the total increase in that province being 21,920. In Leinster 
there is also an increase in the total number of sheep of 16,153 
as compared with 1908, but the increase is in ewes and sheep 
one year old and upwards, the lambs being 9,421 less than in 
1908. In Ulster and in Connaught alike there is a decrease in the 
total of sheep. In Ulster the decrease amounts to 27,395, there 
being a small increase in sheep one year old ancl upwards, but a 
decrease of 16,972 in ewes and of 14,503 in lambs. In Connaught, 
which carries a much larger number of sheep, the decrease 
amounts to 4,392, there being an increase in one year olds, but a 
decrease of 16,478 in lambs. 

Pigs. — The decrease in pigs of 69,125 has taken place chiefly 
in Munster where the number is 64,275 less than in 1908. The 
number of breeding sows in Munster has decreased by 5,659, 
whereas the total net decrease in Ireland amounts only to 3,201. 
There is also a decrease in pigs in Leinster of 26,759, the decrease 
in breeding sows being 820. In Connaught there is a net 
decrease of 7,523, chiefly in pigs six months old and upwards, but 
the number of breeding sows shows a small increase. In 
Ulster there is an increase in pigs of 29,432, the number of 
breeding sows being higher by 3,154 than in 1908. 

Goats. — There is an increase of 6,738 in the number of 
goats, the increase in Ulster being 4,411, in Leinster 1,835, and 
in Connaught 135, while in Munster there is a decrease of 643. 
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Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1909 amounts 
to 101,883 as compared with 24,031,095 in 1908, showing an 
increase of 70,788 in 1909. In Munster the number returned is 
5 713 075, in Leinster 4,967,434, in Ulster 9,012,405, and in Con- 
naught 4,408,969. There is an increase of 66,376 in Ulster 
and'of 61,113 in Munster, and a decrease of 48,612 in Leinster 
and of 8,089 in Connaught. A decrease has taken place m 
turkeys geese, and ducks, while an increase is shown in ordinary 
fowl as may be seen from the following table which gives the 
numbers of the different classes of poultry in 1908 and 1909 : —
